charged 
with stealing a pair of horses belong­ 
ing to John Toddes, 
of 
this 
place, 
were apprehended near 
Westminster 
this morning and the stolen 
property 
recovered. 
Chief of Police 
Emmons 
went to the Maryland town by 
auto­ 
mobile to get his prisoners. 
Two likely young fellows appeared 
at Mr, Toddes’ 
establishment 
about 
half past ten o'clock Monday morning 
and said that they wanted to hire two 
horses for about an hoar. They failed 
to return and at five o’clock 
in 
the 
evening the police were asked 
to in­ 
stitute a search, 
In an automobile 
Officers Emmons 
and Smiley, with Ira Toddes, took up 
the trail and found that they had evi­ 
dently struck for the Maryland 
line 
soon after retting 
the 
team. 
They 
were traced as far as the Westminster 
toll gate where they 
turned 
around 
due, it is thought, to the 
fact 
that 
they had no money. From here the of 
firers followed them to 
the 
vicinity 
of Taneytown where the 
trail 
wa* 
lost as the men had evidently 
taken 
refuge in some woods.

The ambassador was not Instructed 
to ask for one. 
It was officially 
stated that the American government 
as yet considers Its Information of 
the case very fragmentary. 
Secretary Lansing said the situation 
was exactly ai It stood Saturday;

I Report From Petrograd Declare* 
German'* Great Land

London, Aug. 24.—The capitals of 
the entente allies were Jubilant over 
the unexpected naval victory which 
the Russians, according to their ac­ 
counts, have wqp in the gulf of Riga. 
England had more thsn a /em pa­ 
thetic interest In the battle, as a Brit* 
Ish submarine accounted for the Ger­ 
man battle cruiser Moltke, the loss 
of which, added to the destruction of 
two cruisers, eight torpedo boats and 
four transports, constitutes the great* 
est naval disaster suffered by Ger­ 
many during the war. 
An official Russian communteatlon 
-pjuMJOj EWM ajnwq aqi jo aAf)d|jasep 
ed from Petrograd by the correspdon- 
dent of the Central News. 
It gives 
the German losses as one dreadnought 
two cruisers and eight torpedo boats. 
The statement follows: 
"The German fleet on August lf, 
renewed with large force# Its attack* 
on our positions at the entrance to 
the gulf of Riga. Our ships during 
the 16th and 17th repulsed the at­ 
tacks of the enemy, whose secret 
preparations for entering the gulf had 
been 
favored 
angularly 
by 
misty 
weather. 
"Taking advantage of a thick fog, 
hostile forces of considerable al*# en­ 
tered the gulf on the Iftth, and our 
vessels retired at the same time, con­ 
tinuing to resist the enemy without 
losing touch with him. 
"On the 19th and 20th the enemy 
reconnoitered In different direction* 
at the same time keeping up a fight 
with our ships, we lost the gunboat 
Slvutch, which perished gloriously In 
an unequal fight with an enemy crull­ 
er, which was escorting torpedo craft 
and came up th a distance of 400 yard* 
from her. The Slvutch, enveloped to 
flames, continued to reply ahot for 
shot until she sank, having previously 
sunk enemy torpedo boats. 
"In view of the losses suffered and 
the futility of his efforts, the enemy 
appears to have evacuated the gulf of 
Riga on the 21st. 
"Between the 16th and 21st two ano­ 
my cruisers and no fewer than eight 
torpedo boats were sunk or placed 
hors de combat. Simultaneously our 
gallant allies succeeded In torpedoing 
In the Baltic one of the most power­ 
ful 
dreadnoughts 
of 
the 
Germs* 
fleet." 
Telegraphing *o the Time* ftom 
Petrograd the correspondent of that 
newspaper say*: 
"From the official communication* 
and other reliable sources much nead- 
cd comfort has been derived since 
Friday. 
The unexpected brevity of 
the resistance of the strong fortifica­ 
tions of Kovno has, contrary to the 
gloomy forebodings, not entailed a 
rupture of our main line of communi­ 
cation.

FIGHTING FIELD MICE. 


Their Activities 
Described—-Orchards 
and Crops Often Injuredhy Them. 
[Prepared by United States department of 
agriculture.] 
Field mice, which are such destruc­ 
tive i*esta in orchards and field crops, 
Hre divided into two groups—meadow 
mice, which live chiefly in surface run­ 
ways and build both subterranean and 
surface nests, and pine mice, which 
lire almost wholly In underground bur­ 
rows. 
The pine mice may be readily 
distinguished from meadow mire by 
their shorter nnd smoother fur, their 
red-brown color nnd their motellke 
habits. 
Meadow mice are Injurious to most 
crops. 
They destroy grass In mead­ 
ows and pasture*, cut down grain, clo­ 
ver nnd alfalfa, eat grain left standing 
In shocks, Injure seeds, bulbs, flowers 
and garden vetetables and are especial­ 
ly harmful to trees and shrubbery. 
Meadow mice often attack orchards 
and nurseries in the winter tinder cov­ 
er of snow, hut they may attack trees 
at any season under shelter of growing
